BUS CONTROVERSY 
STILL ON IN MD. 


Baltimore, M@., May 24 (By U. 
T. P. S.).—Threats to curtail pres- 
ent railroad and boat service on 
the eastern shore of Maryland un- 
less a permit for a bus line is re- 
fused are contained in protests be- 
fore the Public Service Commis- 
sion and entered by R. H. Soulsby 
of the Baltimore, Chesapeake & 
Atlantic Railroad against a freight 
line from Queenstown to Stevens- 
ville, Centreville, Denton and other 
eastern shore communities. 

The question of buses is now a 
political issue in Maryland, the 
eastern shore, sparsely’ settled, 
maintaining that the buses give 
them better service than the rail- 
roads. 

Officials of the railrva 
to issuance of permits to the latest 
applicants on the. ground ‘that 
adequate steam railroad and boat 
service now are rendered. Any in- 
crease of competition, it was said, 
might necessitate reduction of the 
present service. 

The position of the commission 
toward buses is made in a letter by 
Harold E. West, chairman, to of- 
ficials of the Red Star Motor Com- 
pany and the Washington Motor 
Coach Company, who had asked for 
authority to carry. passengers for 
hire from point .to point within 
the state, 

West pointed out that the com- 
mission’s policy has been to refuse 
to grant authority for such intra- 
state business to motor bus opera- 
tors who have taken advantage of 
the United States Supreme Court 
decision which prevents ihe com- 
mission from _ interfering with 
motor bus lines operating from one 
State to another, West's letter 
says:— 

“The commission sees no reason 
for changing its policy in this mat- 
ter. Further, in the three routes 
over which you have requested in- 
trastate privileges, we find there 
are already intrastate bus opera- 
tions.” 4 

Mr. West said that, since local 
bus lines now supply the need for 
local service and since other trans- 
portation facilities are offered by 
steam and electric railroads, the 
commission sees no need to hold 
public hearings to settle matters 
which the commission has 
decided.

HERE seems to have been a good deal of effective clear- 
ing away done by the recent conferenee of motor bus 
manufacturers under the auspices of the N. A. C. C. in 
Detroit. One of the most promising pieces of work accom- 
plished was the compilation of a set of standard motor bus 
specifications, which are to be carefully gone over~by a 
special committee, which was appointed, and then will be 
submitted to the bodies governing automotive development 
in the various states. 

Among the speakers at the conference was George H. 
Scraggs of the Mack truck organization, who talked illumi- 
natingly on the present situation as regards motor bus regu- 
lation. As things stand now the varying regulations, par- 
ticularly as regards bus bodies, prevent manufacturers 
getting into mass production. Building buses at the present 
time is pretty nearly a custom-built operation.. For instance, 
New Jersey says that bus bodies must be not less than 84 
inches wide, while Florida places 84 inches as the maximum 
that is allowed. The problem that this presents to manufac- 
turers is easily imagined. 

Furthermore, development of motor transportation has 
been and is so rapid, that a condition of this kind works as a 
practical obstacle. Few of the big manufacturers can keep 
abreast of orders for bus equipment. This means that a bus 
line may be projected months before actual operation can be 
started. Many operators of bus lines have been compelled to 
accept half a dozen different makes of buses in order to 
begin service within a reasonable time, whereas efficiency 
and economy indicate standardization on a single make of 
chassis for this type of operation. 

If the bus transportation business is to grow as 

it should simply to meet the need for it, there is 

vital need of quantity production and standardiza- 

tion of specifications. It is to be hoped that prompt 

action will be taken to bring about the settled con- 

ditions that will enable motor bus manufacturers 

to cope with the demand.

HERE is the last place that you would expect to find 

an airplane on sale? A department store? That 

would be our guess, and yet three of these huge emporiums 

devoted to helping the ladies spend the money that their hus- 

bands wring from an unwilling world are offering airplanes 

to their patrons. Wanamaker in New York has been selling 

Ford planes for some months. Gimbel has recently adver- 

tised a Sikorsky plane as ready to be taken away by cus- 

tomers and Kauffman & Baer in Pittsburgh are also han- 
dling this latter sky traveler. 

This departure in department store merchandising calls 
unmistakable attention to the fact that the airplane is now 
a commercial ware, buyers of which may drop in any day. 
It is only about twenty years since Wanamaker in New York 
took the agency for a motor car, and, if memory serves, Macy 
in the same city staged what was really the first automobile 
show in this country. 

If history repeats itself, this innovation marks the 
beginning of the airplane era as merchandise and a practical 
utility. At any rate, stranger things have happened. 


Winston Churchill, Britain’s chancellor of the exchequer, 
is so pleased with the accomplishments of the McKenna 
tariff plan, that he now’ has extended the workings of 
that measure to include duties on commercial cars. The 
government also intends to increase the taxes on commercial 
vehicles that are now in operation throughout the United 
Kingdom.

“The time payment plan should 
only be adopted in industrial 
communities, where there are 
regular payrolls. It would not 
work out satisfaciorily in rural 
communities, where crop failures, 
for instance, might mean disas- 
ter for the small-town dealer. 
Our own organization is consid- 
ering the financing of a plan 
whereby the smaller dealers in 
industrial communities may sell 
on the credit plan, and we will 
hold the papers for them for the 
same period for which they are 
drawn. 

“The success of the time pay- 
ment plan depends on the tactful 
way in which the dealer presents 
the plan to his customer. I once} 
called on a dealer in a city of 
800,000 (not in Oregon), who told | 
me that the time payment plan | 
would not work. “He said his ad- 
vertising of terms brought inquir- 
ies, but he could not close the 
deals. I suggested that he try to 
“sell” me, and to present the plan 
just as he would were I a pros- 
pective customer. He was a little 
embarrassed at first, but by ques- 
tioning him, I finally found why 
he had been unsuccessful in 
ting over the plan.

$13,000,000 for 
Mass. Highways 


Boston, May 24.— Massachu- 
setts will spend more than $13,- 
000,000 this year on highways 
constructed by the state alone 
or by the state in conjunction 
with counties, cities and towns, 
the State Department of Public 
Works has just announced. 

The revenue for this work, de- 
rived from moter fees, will be 
larger than ever before in the his- 
tery ef the state, the estimated 
amount being $13,079,000, as 
against $9,268,654 last year. In 
addition to the $4,000,000 increase 
frem motor fees, the state will re- 
cetye about $600,00¢ in fines paid 
for violations of the motor laws 
and about $850,000 from the Fed- 
eral government for through high- 
ways.
